into the surging waters. 
To be 


tossed into" such a storm-rent sea was 
like being hurled into the very jaws 
of death. With a strength born of 
desperation 
jhese men fought for 


their lives. 
Those who could swim 


set out with bold stroke, mounting 
the waves as they swept onward to- 
ward the foain-lashed shores. Those 
who could not swim held on to the 
broken pieces of the ship nnd waited 
for the tide to carry them to safety.

Heating surfaces should be kept clean and if soot is deposited, the cause 


should be found and corrected. Scale or sediment inside of heating surfaces will 
also prevent transfer of heat. 


Heaters should be drained frequently. 
Remember that burners should be clean to give best results and should also be 


adjusted to give short blue flames at all t mes. Yellow flames deposit soot. If the 
tips of the flames are too low, the transfer of heat is not efficient. 


If the utensil is placed low on the flames so that it touches the pale blue 


parts, poisonous gases are produced. The best results are obtained when the outer 
parts of the flame touch the utensil and spread out slightly.

have to be the size of his- salary? A little thought will show 
that it would be impossible even approximately to compensate 
him for his services. Another cabinet officer is one of the grcat- 
est of American lawyers, who in private practice could command 
virtually any "fee he asked. It is doubtful if there is any member 
of the cabinet who could not earn much more than he gets from 
the 'government, so the $-12,000 salaiy is not the attraction. 


This government has been most fortunate in securing men 


filled with the ideal o£ public service'. Occasionally one hears 
of an official who is persuaded to leave for a larger salary, and 
no 'criticism should attach to him for doing so. It is his own 
business. But it is not true, that the government service in the 
higher branches is crippled for lack of good men. The argument 
for increased' compensation is based on other grounds. Com- 
mon justice demands, not that the government should enter in- 
to active competition with big business in .the matter of salar- 
ies, but that it shcnild pay its employes enough to live on com- 
fortably in "Washington-. This is not always the case. 


Before the world war Washington was known as a cheap 


city in which to live. That is no longer so. The need for an 
upward revision of salaries is indicated, but there is no use try- 
ing to emulate the liberality of modern big business.
